Here ia a striking remark relative to tho 


period in which most of Burns's best po- 
ems were written: 


"Seven years with his family at Loch- 


lea and two more at Mossagrel brought 
Burns to the year 178G and to the ago of 
twenty-seven, as a name of renown. 
His 


life generally, at this period, was simple, 
sober and severe, yet with some ebulli- 
tions of fun and folly, the chief and sad- 
dest of which was during hig six mouths' 
absence at Irvine, a small seaport town, 
where be learned flax-dressing, and met 
libertinism and free-thinking, not without 
serious harm to his manners and morals. 
He returned, however, to his regular and 
luboiious course, and after his father's 
deatb, in 1783, he, with his brother Gil- 
bert, took tie farm of Mopquet, two or 
ihreo miles ditant from Lochlea, and there 
renewed the Inrcl struggle for life for 
themselves, then- mothers and sibters. Dnr- 
iug the two yeaia here, from 1784 to 17SG, 
his genius culminated, and it is quite me- 
morable that most of the poetry which has 
given him h-'s fame wns composed in a 
very short time, apparently not exceeding 
fifteen months. In tho autumn of 1785 
and tho winter ol 17SO he composed his 
famous piece", 'To 8 Mouse,' 'Halloween,' 
'At m was Made to Mourn,' 'Tbo Cotter's 
Saturday Night,' 'Address to tho Dei!,' 
'The Jolly Beggura,' 'The T w a Doga,"Tho 
Vision, &c.

years, suffered more than ho frcn> melan-

As suffering from over 
susceptibility and melancholy. Bums ttocd 
as representative of thousands whohsd no 
claim to his genius, and their name is le- 
gion still, for the pasjive tide of the po- 
etio temperament belongs, in p. degree, to 
almost nil of us. It wants cateful regard 
for physical htp.llh, exercise, rocrcatiou, 
reet, food, society, devotion, and in no re- 
spect has the sevcnty-iiva years f- ince his 
death been more favored than in its im- 
proved treatment of delicate nerves and 
excitable tempers. 
In Burns'a day the 


bottle and tbe pipe were the dependence 
of society for atiraulun and for soothing. 
Whisky was the ilu'.ouh that drove its vo- 
taries through the fire, auu tobae-u woa 
the Astarto that lured them to sleep in.

Board of Suite Charities. 


Wo are indebted to Gen. Thomas L. 


Kiine, President of the State charities for a 
copy of his report to the Legislature. The 
act creating tho board wa«j passed in April, 
1SW>, and according-to this report it has 
not accomplished-tho good which was in- 
tended by its creation. It seems not to 
htwo been a vory harmonious board, or a 
very i.fiiciont one. Gen. Kane explains 
tho reason for his making tho report, as 
follows: 


His excellency Governor Geary in his 


annual roe.-t'age to our houirablo. body, of 
tho tich inst, stated that thu first annual 
rc(»>rt of the board of public charities 
would bo presented to you early in the 
notion. j\ fter the message was commu- 
nicatod, tho board held a meeting Janua-

man,

inotrnotious. 
The 


Kpeoml committee held a meeting in Phil- 
adelphia, Saturday, January 14, at which 
it win resolved to disobey thoso instruc- 
tion*. This it U believed by mo wa» done 
with a \ie-.v to defeat tho presentation of 
any n port to your honorable bodies from 
the Inurcl—except so far us tho report of 
tho general agent might claim lo be con- 
sidered one. 


Under tho by-laws of tho board, the 


President has no power without tho ap- 
pio.-nl oi another commissioner to call tho 
board together, and I nra persuaded that 
tlio iutentic.ii of a mo-ority of the commis- 
sioner* m that no mostiug of the boa'd 


. shall be held before thoir statod quarterly 
mooting of March, -which would Dot bJe 
long before t^o oloso.of tho present session. 
It is on tins account that I s»ray that tha 
indulgence of your honorable bodies will 
bo Kocordcd me if I appear presumptuous 
in addrw«iing you without being fir»t for- 
mally authorized to do so by my board. 


In another yatt of his report ho says: 


It is my unpleasant duty, then, to com- 


municate to you .ofticinlly my deliberately 
formed opinion that tho Board of Commis- 
sioners of public charities have rendered 
no service of respectable importance or 
value to the State; and that thoy havo left 
•wholly unperformed duties which the 
public confidently looked to them to exe- 
cute. They havo relieved the Legislature 
of no responsibility. In tho consideration 
of the appropriation bilU of tho present 
session, they will be found but to have 
added to iU embarrassments. They have 
resolved to recommend Jhe application of 
certain institutions to tho exclusion of 
others, involving the State by their BO do- 
ing (if the Legislature should obey their 
recommendations) in committal?, of which 
thoy huvo shown themselves to be without 
sufficient discernment to detect the prac- 
tical bearing, or the important abd pos- 
sibly very serious resulting consequences 


They have not made a thorough inves- 


tigation, followed by outspoken report!, 
into the condition of any singlo poorhouse, 
prison orasjlum in which abuses wore al- 
leged to exist calling for their attention. 


They aro expressly required by section 


sixth to ascertain and report to the Leg- 
islature whether tho charitable and cor- 
rectional institutions of the Stato receiv- 
ing St»te aid— , 


1. Havo economically and judiciously 


expended the moneys appropriated for 
their aid. 


2. Accomplish tho oljects for which they 


were established. 


3. Comply fully with tho laws in rela- 


tion to them. 


4. Benefit equally all parts uf the Stato. 
In tho ca^e of moro than ono public in- 


stitution, the commissioners have had it 
brought to their notice that their answers 
on all these points should bo given to the 
public—that they should report to your 
honorable bodies on them without equivo- 
cation, using such ttraightforwarcl nnd 
earnest speech ai became men to whom, 
for tho first time in its political history, 
this State, tho citadel of American liberty. 
had confided 
vi?intorinl power?, denied 


with insult to tho British king nnd his 
lord chancellor!. 


The only action taken by the board uu- 


iler this important action i-ixtli, has beeu 
to refer tho subject of cert iin investiga- 
tions informally to a visiting committee. 
The members of that committee, ineetiny 
with closed door?, havo formally resolved 
not to prepare or to couirauuiuate any re- 
port of conclusions arrived at. 


I therefore recommend that tho act of 


April 33,1809, establishing the board ot 
public charities, having failed lo accom- 
plish the objects for which it was enacted, 
bo repealed.

Au adjourned meeting of the Citizens' 


Committee was held last evening to con- 
sider the gnbjecfc of charter amendments. 
All tho members present except Messrs. 
Wakon and Roberts. 


Mayor BUoa in the chair, Colonel Kee=e, 


Secretary. 


Mr. Fletcher 'suggested as the fust ap- 


propriate business of the committee, that 
they appoint a time to confer with the 
Council. 


Mr. Gibbs proposed that the remodeled 


amendments presented at the last meeting 
of the Council be read. 


The amendments were then read by the 


Secretary. 


A long discussion ensued on the pro- 


vision relating to liens for tho o.oUeotion 
of cost of paring. 


Mr. Fletcher thought tho provision 


should be so framed as to require prompt 
payment or ample security for the work. 


Col. Ivoese observed that tho lien clanso 


was an absolute guarantee in itself. 


Mr. Stewart suggested that in order to 


carry out tho street improvements it would 
bo necessary for many property holders to 
obtain credit. 


Mr. Ames was of the opiftion that the 


bond and lieu clause were a sulHcient 
guarantee both to city and contractor. 


Mr. Chase suggested that if a man was 


trusted for three ycar» there -was no se- 
curity that bo would not transfer his 
property, nnd the lien would be in force 
only against the person and not the pro- 
perty. 


Mr. Ames suggested that if tho property 


holder did not pay cash down for the im- 
provement, ho might be required to give a 
bond. 


Mr. Floluherconcurred with Mr Chase's 


view, thnt it was a debt against the indi- 
vidual, not the property. 


Col. Keese suggested that tho ainend- 


ao badly that it wai impossible to get at 
any thing. At the same time ho had the 
greatest respect for the Council. If the 
committee could ever manage to get 
through tho catalogue they could then 
meet tho Council. 


Tho amendments of the Council were 


again taken up and generally discussed. 


ilr. Amoa moved to amend tho provis- 


ion requiring a majority petition for street 
improvements, so as to make it a two- 
thirds petition of the property abutting 
on tho street. 


Mr. Deans suggested that 3 committee 


of three be appointed by this committee 
to meet a committee of three from the 
Council, to ngree npon the amendments 
under consideration, aa by this means all 
rivalry and jealousy could be got rid of. 


Mr. Ames said the Council had a com- 


mittee on charter amendments, and ho re- 
newed his motion that a committee of 
threo bo appointed io meet ar.d confer 
with them. 


Mr. Gibbs thought this idea hud onco 


been abandoned, and if thia motion was 
adopted it would only bo throwing the 
whole thing into lhe hands of the Council, 
and he thought tho motion was offered 
for that pnrpose.

Tho extraordinary circum- 
stance of Prof. Sillmau'e biiing unable to 
find a suitable person in the State of Con- 
necticut to make glas? rotorts, when he 
began his career aa a lecturer, was also 
brought forward to thow, wo suppose, the 
dark ignorance in which tho *'limd .of 
steady habits"was then enveloped. Mr.Par- 
ton also oast a swift bird's-eye view upon 
medical science, and made fun of the old 
habits of bleeding, and of the foolish super- 
stitionH of the /acuity.
